many years past he had been in busi- 
ness for himself and worked every 
day, more or less, up',to last'Eaturday, 
although he had been ailing for sev- 
eral months. 
He bad been seriously 


ill, however, only for a few days. 


Mr. Langley was a strictly temper- 


ate man and a strong prohibitionist.

Russians Claim 10,000 Prisoners 


Taken Today—Fierce Fighting 
Around Verdun—War News 


The capture by the Russians of more 


than 10,000 additional prisoners In the 
fighting on the southern Russian front 
was announced by Petrograd today. 
This brings the total captures claimed 
since the Russian offensive began to 
nearly 210,000 officers and men. 


Heavy fighting In other sectors of 


the front has not caused the Intensity 
of the struggle at Verdun to dimin- 
ish. 
Another powerful attack was 


delivered last night by the Germans 
near the Thiaumont ,redoubt, north of 
the citadel. 
Like the preceding as- 


sault this was checked, the Paris war 
olBce declares, by the French artillery 
and machine gun fire which decimated 


the German ranks. 


In the Champagne, a French raid 


near Tahure penetrated German posi- 
tions as far as tho second line of de- 
fense where sheltering works were 
blown up. 


The British arc continuing their in-

to dine with me so that we might have 
that opportunity. 
He dined with ma 


tonight 
and we had

lightful Interview. 
We talked very 


fully over all matter's and are in com- 
plete accord. 
The evening has been 


a very pleasant one." 


It is understood that Colonel Roose- 


velt told Mr. Hughes ho 
would co- 


operate wholly with him in any of his 
plans, even to the extent of making a 
speaking tour if Mr. Hughes so 
de- 


sired. 


Colonel 
Roosevelt called 
upon Mr. 


Hughes at 
the 
nominee's invitation, 


and they remained together for more 
than two and a half hours. 
A crowd 


had gathered in the lobby of the hotel 
where Mr. Hughes Is staying when 
Colonel Roosevelt arrived. The former 
president 
lifted hjs hat and bowed, 


then hurried into an elevator which 
took him to ,Mr. Hughes' apartment. 
The parlor had been fitted up as a 
dining room, and a large bouquet of 
roses on tho table confronted the two 
RS they entered.

Roosevelt dined alone. 
The waiter 


who served them was barred from tho 
room except when specially summoned 
by a call button.

hand as he bade him goodbye.

To fay that the 
American people 


are averse to war with Mexico may 
be putting it too 
strongly, 
hut all 


streams of public opinion 
seem 
to 


merge in the one central 
idea 
that 


there must 
be a. settlement 
ot tho 


Mexican question 
once for 
all—by 


peace it possible but by war if neces- 
sary. To the credit of President Wil- 
son's opponents be it said 
lh.it 
the 


great majority of them are solidly be- 
hind the administration in its present 
courageous and firm island, 
but 
a 


peaceful solution of the whole ques- 
tion even at this late dale would be 
welcomed by the great mass of Am- 
ericans as far preferable to war with 
its many disagreeable possibilities. 


If the Mexican question concerned 


only the United States 
and Mexico, 


war might be the only solution of the 
present problem, but there are other 
great Issues Involved. There is a long 
established feeling of distrust against 
the 
United 
States 
throughout 
all 


South America, and no matter how 
justifiable our 
going to war 
would 


seem to us, it would not be popular to 
the republics of the south. 
The for- 


mation and growth of an intelligent 
and far reaching Pan-American policy 
was rapidly dissipating this distrust, 
but war with Mexico would awaken a 
new suspicion 
against 
us in lands 


.where we have been striving to cul- 
tivate a better feeling. 


With regard to our many misunder- 


standings with Mexico we have no de- 
sire except for the restoration of a 
responsible government in that coun- 
try and the assurance that American 
rights will henceforth be safeguarded 
and respected. If this can be brought 
about without going to war and with- 
out alienating the sympathy of the re- 
publics whose good will and trade we 
have been going after, so much the 
•better for the United States in its fu- 
ture relations with all the countries 
embraced by the Monroe Doctrine. 


The most practical suggestion made 


for the averting of war and conserving 
the honor and best interests of tho 
United States is for an international 
'commission in Mexico City with rep- 
resentatives from 
all the 
republics 


which have a vital interest in the set- 
tlement of Mexican affairs. There can 
be no doubt tha<- all Latin America is 
convinced of the justice of present 
American demands, but the establish- 
ment of an international commission 
would prove the sincerity' and reality 
of American ideils so strongly that it 
could neither be 
misunderstood nor 


contravened even by the most rabid 
opponents of the United States in the 


they have no other. It is all very well 
to say that they should not be on the 
dusty and dangerous streets, but, poor 
little tots, there is no other alterna- 
tive only the hot crowded tenements 
or the unspeakable yards and courts 
where there Is not a. blade of grass or 
any respite from the summer heat. It 
is small wonder that 
they use 
the 


streets for their games and run In and 
out between electric cars 
and autos 


regardless of danger and heedless of 
the sad warnings of the past. 


The popular -verdict and the verdict 


of all automobile driver^ is that the 
children are to blame for the acci- 
dents, but there are other responsibi- 
ities. 
After so many tragedies the 


city ought to do something 
to alle- 


viate the condition, 
and all drivers 


should be mindful of the danger when 
going through that section. There are 
few more poignant 
tragedies 
than 


those.which come to the poor who hear 
of one child after another killed on 
the streets. 


Would it not be possible for the city 


to provide some sort of playground in 
the heart of this region and then start 
a campaign of safety that would keep 
the children off the streets? There is 
some space there between 
Davidson 


street and East Merrimack that might 
be utilized, and if a few swings, etc.. 
were provided it might 
attract 
the 


children and lessen the number of ac- 
cidents. It is a glarinif shame to per- 
mit these killings to go on as at pres-

impartial Federal tribunal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 


differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of the 


controversy is as follows: 


"Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences of opinion,1 


and that eventually the matters in controversy must be passed upon t>y other and disinter- 
ested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your proposals and the proposition of the rail- 
ways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal 
• 


which-, by reason of its accumulated information bearing On railway conditions and its con- 
trol of the revenue of the railways, is in. a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be jus_t and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the premises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to enable the Commission to consider and promptly dispose of the question* 
involved: or

By' arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act).1 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New York}

no other source than the rates paid, by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce : Commission,' 


with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interests 
of the railroad employes, the owners of tho 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,00/0 


a year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate , from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy ts to be settled by an impartial 


Government inuutf'y or by industrial warfare.

New Automobile Law Will Become 


Operative Next Saturday,— 
Drastic 
Penalties

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 29.— 


The ne.w automobile law, authorizing 
the courts and the highway commis- 
sioners to impose much more drastic 
penalties for improper operation of 
automobiles, will go 
into 
operation 


next Saturday, and already the high- 
way commission Is being deluged with 
Inquiries concerning its scope. 


Perhaps tho most drastic change In 


the present law is the elimination of 
a fine as a penalty for "going away" 
after colliding with and causing in- 
jury to a. person; heretofore the pen- 
ally for knowingly going away after 
causing injury to a person or property 
has been a fine of not more than $200. 
or imprisonment for not less than two 
weeks nor more than two years, or 
both. 
Under the new law the pen- 


alty for going away after causing In- 
jury to a person is imprisonment for 
not less than thirty days nor more 
than two years; for going away1 after 
causing injury to another vehicle or to 
property, the penalty is to be a fine ol 
not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than two hundred, or imprisonment 
for not less than two weeks nor more 
than two years, or both. 
This latter 


provision Is the same as In the pres- 
ent law, except that there is now no 
minimum fine.

would 


seem to us, it would not be popular to 
the republics of the south. The for- 
mation and growth of an intelligent 
and far reaching Pan-American policy 
was rapidly dissipating this distrust, 
but war with Mexico would awaken a 
new suspicion 
against 
us in 


where we have been striving to 
tivate a better feeling. 


With regard to our many misunder- 


standings with Mexico we have no de- 
sire except for . the restoration of a 
responsible government in that coun- 
try and the assurance that American 
rights will henceforth be safeguarded 
and respected. If this can be brought 
about without going to war and with- 
out alienating the sympathy of the re- 
publics whose good will anfl trade we 
have been going after, so much the 
better for the United States in its fu- 
ture relations with all the countries 
embraced by the Monroe Doctrine. 


The most practical suggestion inado 


for the averting of war and conserving 
the honor and best interests of the 
United States is for an international 
commission in Mexico City with rep- 
lesentatives from 
all the 
republics 


vhich have a vital interest in the set- 
lement of Mexican affairs. There can 
be no doubt that all Latin America is 
-onvmced of the justice of present 
American demands, but the establish- 
ment of an international commission 
would prove the sincerity'and reality 
of American ideals so strongly that it 
could "neither.be 
misunderstood 
nor 


contraverted even by the most rabid 
opponents of the United States in the 
new world. 


There is nothing in the suggestion 


that would compel 
a. change of any 


plans already adopted. The American

Gordon of Lowell is commented on ani 
commended" by State Forester Rane li 
a statement. Issued from his office. Th 
head of the forestry department de- 
clared that the general condition o 
the trees and foliage around Loivel 
'.s due largely to the efforts of Mr 
Gordon and his assistants, despite in 
diillculty of fighting Ynoths this year. 


Stale Forester Rane, in a statemen 


yesterday, declared that it is his pur 
pose to c-nlist, so far as he can th 
people of Lowell in the fight to sup 
press the moths. 


"Great good may he accomplished,' 


ho says, "by a little exertion on th 
part of individuals. 
There Is not 
; 


moment in the year when both th 
gypsy and the brown-tail moths can 
not be fought In some way and th 
methods to suppress them should be 
known to every person." 


Charles O. Bailey, who has charge 


of the gypsy and brown tail moth bu- 
reaus of the forestry department, de- 
clared that the conditions this year are 
; due entirely to the efficiency of the 


moth fighters In the field and he stated 
that Massachusetts is really getting 
the services now of one of the most 
efficient fighting forces ever enlisted in 
the work of suppressing any pest. 


The condition of the1 Irces around 


Lowell, he said, was evidence of what 
could he done when the force is "on 
its toes," as it has he-en ever since the 
hatching period in May. • It was ex- 
pected, he said, that the scrub growth 
all about the county' would be 
de- 


voured this year, because of the, un- 
favorable conditions for moth flghltng, 
and the fact that July is almost here 
and the foliage is in better condition 
than it has been In any year since 
the advent of the two rnoth pests he

impartial Federal tribunal.

With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 


differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of the 


controversy is as follows: 
- 


"Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences of opinion? 
and that eventually the matters in controversy must be passed upon b>y other and disinter- 
ested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your proposals and the proposition of the rail- 
ways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal 
which, by reason of its accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its con- 
trol of the revenue of the railways, is in a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the premises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to enable the Commission to consider and promptly dispose of the question*

2. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act), 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New York] 


/une 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders tq declare a nation-wide strike.

The rates tbe railroads may charge, the 


public for transportation are now largely 
fixed by this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail- 


roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased wages can come from 
no other source than the rates paid by the 
public.

The Interstate Commerce Commission,1 


with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a compltte investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interests 
of the railroad employes, the owners of tho 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For tbe Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,000 


& year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
'merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an impartial 


Government inanity or by industrial war/are.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 20.— 


The new automobile law, authorizing 
the'courts and the highway commis- 
sioners to impose much more drastic 
penalties for improper operation of 
automobiles, will go 
into 
operation 


next Saturday, and already the high- 
way commission is being deluged with 
inquiries concerning its scope. 


Perhaps the most drastic change in 


the present law' is the elimination of 
a fine as a penalty for "going away" 
after. colliding with and causing in- 
jury to a person; heretofore the-pen- 
alty for kn'owingly going away after 
causing.injury to a person or property 
has been a.fine of not more than 5200, 
or Imprisonment for not less than two 
weeks nor more than two years, or 
both. 
Under" the now law the pen- 


alty for going away after causing In- 
jury to a person Is Imprisonment for 
not less than thirty days nor more 
than two years; for going away after 
causing injury to another vehicle or t< 
property, the penalty is to be a fine o 
not less than twenty dollars nor more 
than two hundred, or imprisonmen 
for not less than two weeks nor mor< 
than two years, or both.
